W ants liood Kouds. 
A. F. Ferris, rep resentative-elect 
from Brainerd, is in the city today. 
He says the members of his delegation 
are still uudecided oa sp eaker, and 
that they have nothing very sp ecial in 
the way of legislation to ask, but that 
something in the line of good roads 
would be vory accep table. Said he: 
‘I believe if some way could be 
found to utilize some of the funds 
fro^- the stile of state swamp lands in 
making good roads it would he the 
beat disp osition that could be 
¿ 2 the money, 
These roads would 
op eu a vam ; : aB auJ the ¡ncreua Id 
the atuoaot of taxable p iCy0*:^ re^ 
suiting from this settlement woulu 
make good roads a p aying investment 
for the state.” 
Mr. Ferris is secretary of the state 
fish and game commission, which 
meets at the Cap itol tomorrow to dis­ 
cuss needed legislation and make its 
biennial rep ort to the governor. 
“We will need some minor changes 
in the law this winter,” said Mr. Fer­ 
ris. 
“The law is generally satisfac­ 
tory, excep t the clause relating to 
the killing of ducks, in which the op en 
and closed seasons are reversed, but 
this is no serious defect. 
We should 
have more money for the enforcement 
of the law, however. 
We now have 
but $G,000 p er year for the p ay of 
wardens and dep uties, and that is a 
very small amount when the size of 
the sate is taken into consideration. 
I believe the p resent game law has 
been a success. I know the game has 
increased very rap idly in our section 
during the p ast two years, and I be­ 
lieve it has in other sections. Quail, 
for instance, have now gone as far 
north as ihe northern p art of Todd 
and Morrison counties, and they are 
— J increasing with remarkable rap idity. 
The same may be said of p artridges 
and grouse.”—St. Paul Disp atch.

E ditors Di»patch : I have just p aid 
sixty cents for a basket containing, 
p erhap s, one and one-third bushels of 
wood, not real wood like ours, but 
small branches trimmed from trees or 
broken off and little p ieces of roots. 
Along the railroad today was a hedge 
and the trim mings had been carefully 
gathered into bundles 
In Nap les I 
saw p easants gathering leaves which 
had fallen, p utting them in carts and 
taking them home for some p urp ose 
I saw a p easant eating his dinner 
which consisted of a loaf of bread 
no butter—and a drink of wine. ^ An 
other had as sauce a raw onion. Noth­ 
ing is cheap here excep t kid gloves, 
silk and velvet goods, p recioua stones, 
very tine woolens and labor. 
My 
guide in Nap les said common laborers 
on the streets were p aid 16 cents a day, 
and my guide in Home, au intelligent 
German, said skilled mechanics re­ 
ceive not over $1.10 p er day, and rail 
road men about one-half what ours 
are p aid. 
Everything else is as cheap 
in America, and I have made a dis­ 
covery; lawyers in America are about 
the only p oorly p aid class of laborers 
Lawyers here, or at least in Nap les, 
receive 2 p er cent of the p nrcnase 
p rice for conveyances. 
The fare for 
sleep ing car berths is over $4, with us 
it is $2. 
The candle in your room 
costs 20 cents—thinly of it, candles in 
a hotel—they charge for the candles 
and furnish no soap . 
This is commencing rather in the 
middle of my exp eriences, but p aying 
sixty cents for an armful of p oor wood 
aggravated me. 
We had an exceed- 
ingly p leasant trip to Genoa, beatiug 
the record from New York to Gib­ 
raltar. 
There is no necessity of 
describing an ocean voyage, as most 
of your readers have taken one and 
Tom Congdon exhausted the adjec­ 
tives in the English language in de­ 
scribing his, so I shall confine this 
and other letters to things which were 
new to me. 
We had 980 Italians in 
the steerage, and it was always a 
mystery where they were stowed. 
A 
man told me it would make me sick 
to go by the door of a room where 
they slep t, but they seemed hap p y, 
although 
they comp lained of the 
maccaroni. 
In G ibraltar harbor there 
were five English men of war, iron­ 
clads. 
A navy must be an enormous 
exp ense, almost a useless one, yet our 
government is p utting millions into 
ironclads, which may in ten years be 
useless on account of some new idea 
or invention. 
Tha money that guilds 
them goes back into the p eop le’s 
p ocket again, but the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars a year in salaries 
and exp enses that each rep resents 
might much better be savea to the 
tax p ayers, 
The English W« still 
fortifying Gibraltar. 
No one is 
allowed to go on top of the p lace. 
I ascended the tunnel dug in the 
side of the mountain 
which 
has 
frequent op enings toward the main- 
lauu in each of which is a heavy 
cannon. 
As the table land on top is 
1300 feet high, a c.annun b^ll Qnly 
drop p ed down would strike p retty 
hard. 
There is only one entrance to 
the town, which is mined so that it 
could be blown up at any moment. 
The Sp anish can only enter on tickets 
and the gate is closed at sunset 
From the op ening in the tunnel in the 
highest p lace the guide, who was one 
o f the SC!:?iers? showed me the build­ 
ings in the Sp anish town where bull 
fights are held and the camp of the 
French and Sp anish when they were 
beseiging Gibraltar. 
Moat of the 
guns do nCt *how from the harbor, 


water. 
I got acquainted with a ma­ 
chine agent from the United Statee 
who has been in Europ e six years 
trying to introduce his “Planet, Jr.” 
cultivator. 
I think it is slow work, 
and, m fact, he told me so. 
But the 
farmer here has roads like a p avement 
which is one great advantage.

N ap l e s , N ov . 26, 1894. 
The basket of wood lasted one eve­ 
ning, but the stove was made of stone 
and held the heat until morning. 
As 
1 am writing we are climbing the Alp s 
between Italy and Austria. 
I have a 
comp artment to myself as the train is 
not crowded. 
By traveling first-class 
one can have a seat to lie down in and 
can easily save the sleep er 
fare. 
Everybody carries travelling-rugs as 
the cars are not well heated. 
In the 
coaches they p ut two long p ans filled 
with hot water to p ut your feet on 
which are also sup p osed to heat the 
car. 
The engines have neither cow­ 
catchers nor bells, and many have the 
eccentrics on the outside of the drive 
wheels, the center of the eccentric be­ 
ing near the center of the drive 
wheel, and others are something like 
the two engines the Northern Pacific 
tried some years ago, 
having no 
eccentrics. 
The cabs are op en on the 
sides and the engineer stands up , but 
the runs are only half ours. 
The 
conductor blows a horu to start. 
The 
freight cars and coaches have only 
two axles and are not so large as ours 
but I think carry more in p rop ortion 
as the roads are ballasted with stone 
and the rails are heavy. 
Some of the 
engines have only two drive wheels, 
and on many the cylinders most be 
on the inside as I conld not see them. 
There is a flagman or woman about 
every three miles. 
The brakemen sit 
in little cabs on the end of the car. 
I 
have seen no freight cars with air 
brakes 
The grass is green here now 
but I have on the same clothing I 
wear in the coldest weather in Brain- 
erd, and when I got into the gondola 
at Venice the foggy breeze fairly 
made my teeth chatter. 
The farmer in Italy, who usually 
lives on rented land, I am told, as the 
feudal system still p revp 'ls, saves 
everything. 
When his corn is cut you 
see nothing left, he cuts it clear to 
the roots and saves every stalk and 
blade. 
He has to have some wood, 
so he must have trees which are 
trimmed in the fall. 
Saw many eight 
ox-teams p lowing, and connot imagine 
why they need so many oxen, uuless 
the p low down two feet. 
The p lows 
seem to be very large and the front 
end rests on a two-wheeled cart. 
There are a great many chestnut 
trees cultivated. 
You can buy twenty 
chestnuts four times as large as ours 
for one cent, and on every corner in 
the city is a little oven, tended usually 
by a woman, where they ate roasted. 
Twenty chestnuts will make a meal 
and this is one of the means by which 
p oor p eop le live cheap ly. 
The farm 
houses look large, but the stable, 
granary and house seem to be all 
mixed together. 
In the eastern p art 
of Italy there is moch low land and 
the rivers all have dikes. 
The farmers 
take advantage of this and have system 
of canals and ditches, and often dig 
small reservoirs where they hold the 


w ater to m ake a stiff batter. 
Keep 
on stirring untfl all lump s disap p ear 
and the batter is smooth. Then p our 
Jn boiling hot w ater briskly until the 
batter swells and has a cooked ap ­ 
p earance. 
W hen ready to use, thin 
down w ith cold w ater until it can be 
Sp read on the p ap er easily, 
Some p ap er nangers add about two 
ounces of p owdered alum, but do not 
use alum in p aste when made for 
felts or solid gold grounds. 
To m ake rye flour p aste mix 
enough sifted rye flour w ith cold wa­ 
ter to get the consistency of cream 
S tir until all lump s disap p ear; then 
p lace on fire to boil. 
Keep stirring 
until it thickens and becomes yellow 
ish in color. 
W hen cool, add enough 
cold w ater until quite thin. 
Do not 
use until cold. 
To m ake a 6trong size for v ery 
rough walls dissolve one p ound of 
good ground glue to a bucket of hot 
water. 
Stir and use while warm. 
Ap p ly w ith an old p astebrush or 
whitewash brush. 
For ordinary siz­ 
ing on new walls and walls th at have 
been p ap ered a half p ound of glue to 
a bucnet of w ater will be sufficient

There was a mob of hot» *l 
ruuuers and cabmen, but by giving 
the name of the hotel I wished to go 
to there was no difficulty iu finding 
the omuibus.

of Cleveland, Ohio, went to the same 
hotel and he conld sp eak Italian. 
He 
went with me in the afternoon to the 
cemetery and p rincip al churches, and 
such churches. 
There was oue which 
from the ontside looked almost like a 
rain bat inside it was finished in 
beautiful 
marbles 
and 
p olished 
columns of different kinds of stone of 
enormous size, the ceiling and dome 
frescoed and gilded magnificently. 
I 
never saw such sp leudor anywhere, 
and 1 have seen no better church than 
the tirst oue we entered in Genoa, 
although there are many larger. 
The 
cemetery is much different from ours. 
There was a little yard and around it 
long halls arched and op en on one 
side, aud on the other side was p laces 
for coffins in tiers, and niches in which 
are as fine statuary as can be seen in 
the world, aud there are hundreds of 
theso niches. 
The Bishop said this 
was one of the two finest cemeteries 
in the world. 
In the church I men­ 
tioned is a chap el in which women are 
not p ermitted to enter as it contains 
relics of St. John the Bap tist. 
The 
chain with which he was bound was 
exhibited, but the Bishop was skep ti­ 
cal. and thought if they had a p iece 
of the original chain it would not be 
P 
laced where p eop le could handle it. 
he churches are p oor, now that the 
government 
has confiscated their 
p ro(>erty, and find it difficult to gut 
funds for rep airs for the inside even. 
The marble work is not finished in St. 
Peter’s in Rome, for the same reason. 
From Genoa I went to Nap les iu a 
little Italian ship on which at tirst I 
could find no one who could talk 
English, and it is not p leasant to go 
out on a dark night to a ship anchored 
out from the wharves and find no oue 
who can understand you, esp ecially 
where the p eop le are not of the best 
I saved $10 railroad fare, though, anc 
found on board U p leasant Germau 
family bound for Malta. 
The Italians say “see Nap les ancl 
die,” and the view is good as you 
come into the harbor with Vesuvius 
and other mountains in sight, but no 
finer than the straits of G ibraltar—it 
looked like the p icture in the geog 
rap hy I uaed to study. 
I saw the 
ruina of villas constructed by Koman 
nobles on the coast near Nap les, anc 
on the p assage dowo fron} Cjenqa saw 
the Island of Elba, where Nap oleon 
was first confined, aud the Island oi' 
Ischia, a p art of which sunk into the 
sea only a few years ago in an earth 
quake, destroying many p eop le, anc 
we could see where the side of the 
island had caved off.

Wants Good Roads. 
A. F. Ferris, representative-elect 
from Brainerd, is in the city today. 
He says the members of bis delegation 
are still undecided on speaker, and 
that they have nothing very special in 
the way of legislation to ask, bat that 
something in the line of good roads 
woald be very acceptable. Said he: 
‘I believe if some way coaid be 
fonndto utilize some of the fonds 
fxo^ the sale of state swamp lands in 
making good roads it would be til® 
bout disposition that coaid be ES*de 
the money, 
These roads would 
open a vas.' 
“ d the morM»a '» 
the amoont of taxable 
r0^" 
suiting from this settlement would 
make good roads a paying investment 
for the state.” 
Mr. Ferris is secretary of the state 
fish and game commission, which 
meets at the Capitol tomorrow to dis­ 
cuss needed legislation and make its 
biennial report to the governor. 
“\Vre will need some minor changes 
in the law this winter,” said Mr. Fer­ 
ris. “The law is generally satisfac­ 
tory, except tho clause relating to 
the killing of docks, in which the open 
and closed seasons are reversed, bat 
this is no serious defect. We should 
have more money for the enforcement 
of the law, however. We now have 
but $6,000 per year for the pay of 
wardens and deputies, and that is a 
very small amount when the size of 
the sate is taken into consideration 
I believe the present game law has 
been a success. I know the game has 
increased very rapidly in our section 
during the past two years, and I be­ 
lieve it has in other sections. Quail, 
for instance, have now gone as far 
north as the northern part of Todd 
and Morrison counties, and they are 
increasing with remarkable rapidity. 
The same may be said of partridges 
and grouse.”—St. Paul Dispatch.

E d ito rs D ispa t c h : I have just paid 
sixty cents for a basket containing, 
perhaps, one and one-third bushels of 
wood, not real wood like ours, but 
mn s 11 branches trimmed from trees or 
broken off and little pieces of roots. 
Along the railroad today was a hedge 
and the trimmings had been carefully 
gathered into bundles 
In Naples I 
saw peasants gathering leaves which 
h»d fallen* putting them in carts and 
taking them home for some purpose. 
I saw a peasant eating his dinner 
which consisted of a loaf of bread— 
no batter—and a drink of wine. An­ 
other had as sauce a raw onion. Noth­ 
ing is cheap here except kid gloves, 
silk and velvet goods, precious stones, 
very fine woolens and labor. My 
guide in Naples said common laborers 
on the streets were paid 16 cents a day, 
and my guide in Rome, an intelligent 
German, said dulled mechanics re­ 
ceive not over $1.10 per day, and rail­ 
road men about one-half what ours 
are paid. Everything else is as cheap 
in America, and I have made a dis­ 
covery; lawyers in America are about 
the only poorly paid class of laborers 
Lawyers here, or at least in Naples, 
receive 2 per cent of the purchase 
price for conveyances. 
The fare for 
sleeping car berths is over $4, with us 
it is $2. The candle in your room 
costs 20 cents—thinly of it, candles in 
a hotel—they charge for the candles 
and famish no soap. 
This is commencing rather in the 
middle of my experiences, but paying 
sixty cents for an armful of poor wood 
aggravated me. 
We had an exceed- 
ingly pleasant trip to Genoa, beating 
the record from New York to Gib­ 
raltar. 
There is no necessity of 
describing an ocean voyage, as moat 
of your readers have taken one and 
Tom Congdon exhausted the adjec­ 
tives in the English language in de­ 
scribing his, so I shall confine this 
and other letters to things which were 
new to me, We had 980 Italians in 
the steerage, and it was always 
mystery where they were stowed. 
A 
man told me it would make me sick 
to go by the door of a room where 
theyslept, but they seemed happy, 
although they complained of the 
macearoni. In Gibraltar harbor there 
were five English men of war, iron­ 
clads. A navy must be an enormous 
expense, almost a useless one, yet our 
government is putting millions into 
ironclads, which may in ten years be 
aselaan pa kocoant of some new idea 
or invention. The money that h^dda 
them goes back into the people's 
pocket again, bat the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars a year in salaries 
and expenses that each represents 
might arach better be saved to the 
tax payers, 
Th® English Of® still 
fortifying Gibraltar. 
No one is 
allowed to go on top of the place. 
I ascended the tunnel dug in the 
side of the mountain which has 
frequent openings toward the main­ 
land in each of which is a heavy 
cannon. As the table land on top is 
1300 feet high. a canamo hail Qnly 
dropped down would strike pretty 
hard. There is only one entrance to 
the town, which is mined so that it 
could be blown up at any moment. 
The Spanish can only enter on tickets 
and tne gate is closed at sunset. 
From the opening in the tnnnel in the 


* water. I got acquainted with a ma­ 
china agent from the United Stales 
who has been in Europe six years 
trying to introduce his “Planet, Jr.”

Those of us who have not the 
money or the time Lo get away from 
the rigors of Northern winters, may 
go into ecstasies over the scenes of 
“Snow Bound,” which the genius of 
Whitter has so fascinatingly pot rayed, 
and pretend we like cold weather— 
but more fortunately situated mortals, 
like the birds, flee southwards when 
the snow comes. Our country is so 
extensive that it is not necessary for 
us, like the English, to go where 
foreign tongue is spoken when we 
wish to escape winter, as our own 
South holds hundreds of delightful 
resorts, where flowers bloom and birds 
warble while the sources of the Mis­ 
sissippi and Hudson are sealed with 
ice. Florida, Alabama, North Caro­ 
line, Mississipi, Texas and California 
offer attractions of scenery, verdue 
and climate in endles variety, and so 
well is the United States now grid- 
ironed with railroads, that most of 
these charming places are easily 
reached by railroad. 
For our read­ 
ers, the choice will naturally be to go 
by the Burlington Route, which has 
two lines from the northwest—to Chi­ 
cago and St. Louis—by which the 
traveler can connect with the lines 
which penetrate the southern states 
aud California.

N a p l is* N ov. 26,1894. 
The basket of wood lasted one eve­ 
ning, bat the stove was made of stone 
and beld the heat until morning. As 
I am writing Weare climbing the Alps 
between Italy and Austria. I have 
compartment to myself as the train is 
not crowded. By traveling first-class 
one can have a seat to lie down in and 
can easily save the sleeper fare. 
Everybody carries travelling-rngs as 
the cars are not well heated. 
In the 
coaches they put two long pans filled 
with hot water to put your feet on 
which are also supposed to heat the 
car. The engines have neither cow­ 
catchers nor bells, and many have the 
eccentrics on the outside of the drive 
wheels, the center of the eccentric be­ 
ing near the center of the drive 
wheel, and others are something like 
the two engines the Northern Pacific 
tried some years ago, having no 
eccentrics. The cabs are open on the 
sides and the engineer stands ap, but 
the runs are only half ours. 
The 
conductor blows a horn to start. The 
freight care and coaches have only 
two axles and are not so large as ours 
but I think carry more in proportion 
as the roads are ballasted with stone 
and the rails are heavy. Some of the 
engines have only two drive wheels, 
and on many the cylinders must be 
on the inside as I coaid not see them. 
There is a flagman or woman about 
every three miles. The brakemen sit 
in little cabs on the end of the car. I 
have seen no freight cars with air 
brakes 
The grass is green here now 
but I have on the same clothing I 
wear in the coldest weather in Brain­ 
erd, rad when I got into the gondola 
at Venice the foggy breeze fairly 
made my teeth chatter. 
The farmer in Italy, who usually 
lives on rented land, I am told, as the 
feudal system still prev? :ls, saves 
everything. When his oorn is cut you 
see nothing left, he cuts it clear to 
the roots and saves every stalk and 
blade. He has to have some wood, 
so he must have trees which are 
trimmed in the fall. Saw many eight 
ox-teams plowing, and coouot imagine 
why they need so many oxen* unless 
the plow down two feet. 
The plows 
seem to be very large and the front 
end rests on a two-wheeled cart. 
There are a great many chestnut 
trees cultivated. Yon eau buy twenty 
chestnuts fonr times as large as ours 
for one cent, and on every corner in 
the city is a little oven, tended usually 
by a woman, where they ate roasted. 
Twenty chestnuts will make a meal 
rad this w one of the means by which 
poor people live cheaply. 
The farm 
bouses look large, but the stable, 
granary rad house seem to be all 
mixed together. 
In the eastern part 
of Italy there is much low land rad 
tile rivers all have dikes. The farmers 
take advantage of this and have system 
of canals rad ditches, and often dig 
small reservoin where they hold the 


After Gibraltar, the next stop was at 
Geuoa. There was a mob of botel 
runners rad cabmen, but by giving 
the name of the hotel I wished to go 
to there was no difficulty in finding 
the omnibqs. The Catholic Bishop, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, went to the same 
hotel and he could speak Italian. He 
went with me in the afternoon to the 
cemetery and principal churches, aud 
such churches. There was one which 
from the outside looked almost like a 
rain bat inside it was finished in 
beautiful 
marbles 
aud 
polished 
columns of different kinds of stone of 
enormous size, th® ceiling and dome 
frescoed rad gilded magnificently. I 
never saw such splendor anywhere, 
and I have seen no better church than 
the first one we entered in Genoa, 
although there are many larger. The 
cemetery is mach different from ours. 
There was a little yard and around it 
long halls arched rad open on one 
side, and on the other side was places 
for coffins in tiers, and niches in which 
are as fine statuary as ora be seen in 
the world, and there are hundreds of 
these niches. The Bishop said this 
was one of the two finest cemeteries 
in the world. In the church I men­ 
tioned is a chapel in which women are 
not permitted to enter as it contains 
relics of St. John the Baptist. The 
cham with which he was bound was 
exhibited, bat the Bishop was skepti 
cal. and thought if they had a piece 
of the original chain it would not be 
placed where people could handle it. 
The churches are poor, now that the 
government 
has confiscated their 
property, rad find it difficult to get 
rands for repairs for the inside even. 
The marble work is not finished in St. 
Peter’s in Rome, for the same reason. 
From Genoa I went to Naples in a 
little Italian ship on which at first 
could find no one who coaid talk 
English, rad it is not pleasant to go 
oat on a dark night to a ship anchored 
out from the wharves and find no one 
who can understand you, especially 
where the people are not of the best 
I saved $10 railroad fare, though, rad 
found on board a pleasant German 
family bound for Malta. 
The Italians say “see Naples and 
die,” and the view is good as you 
come into the harbor with Vesuvius 
aud other mountains in sight, but no 
finer than the straits of Gibraltar—it 
looked like the picture in the geog­ 
raphy I used to study. I saw the 
rums of villas constructed by Roman

To make a bucket of paste take 
about four founds of sifted wheat 
flour and stir in enough lukewarm 
water to make a stiff batter. Keep 
on stirring until all lumps disappear 
and the batter is smooth. Then pour 
boiling bot water briskly until the 
batter swells and bas a cooked ap* 
pear&nce. When ready to use, thin 
down with cold water until it can be 
Spread on the paper easily, 
Some paper hangers add about two 
ounces of powdered alum, but do not 
use alum in paste when made for 
felts or solid gold grounds. 
To make rye flour paste mix 
enough sifted rye flour with cold wa­ 
ter to get the consistency of cream. 
Stir until all lumps disappear; then 
place on fire to boil Keep stirring 
until it thickens and becomes yellow­ 
ish in color. When cool, add enough 
cold water until quite thin. Do not 
use until cold. 
To make a strong size for very 
rough walls dissolve one pound oil 
good ground glue to a bucket of hot 
water. Stir and use while warm. 
Apply with an old pastebrush or 
whitewash brush. For ordinary siz­ 
ing on new walls and walls that have 
been papered a half pound of glue to 
a bucket of water will be sufficient.

The nearest neighbor 
of the Spriggs lived almost a mile 
distant, and it was some time before 
the news of the crime spread. 
In a 
few hours numbers of people arrived 
from town ami an investigation of the 
scene xvas made. 
The most sickening 
sight met their gaze. 
Lying In the 
yard near the gate were (lie remains 
of Mrs. Spragg. mutilated almost be­ 
yond recognition anil her disheveled 
hair drowned in the pool of blood sur­ 
rounding lier. 
in the little dwelling 
in one corner pf file sitting room lay 
the lifeless body of little Cah*y, six 
years old, and In the other, Albert, a 
a four-year-old boy. 
Albert's ’.mad, 
resting on the slate with which he 
had been playing, was a mass cf co­ 
agulated 
blood 
ami 
brains, while 
blood still 
oozed from 
the gaping 
wound*; in the throats of each. On the 
kitchen floor with blood besmeared 
all over his hands amj face ami still 
flenching the terrible instr uncut of 
death in his hands and with his bead 
almost severed from his body lay the 
author of the awful scene, 
Great 
pools of blood had coagulated on tho 
floors, making more sickening tbe ter­ 
rible Keene. The two step-children of 
Bpragg. both 
under 
six years old, 
wore taken to the home of neighbors, 
where they are dying from dozens of 
cuts that cover their bodies. 
Evi­ 
dences of a terrible 
struggle xvere 
plainly visible in tbe Spragg louse. 
The walls, books, stove and furniture 
were 
spattered with 
blood, chairs 
were iipturnes. the oil can overturned 
and things generally

The particulars of the butchery ire 
learn***! from Dora Onstatt, a step­ 
daughter of Spragg. 
She is a child 
of eleven years, and after eluding h e r 
Step father’!* murderous grasp escaped 
to a neighbor’^ and gave the alarm.

Mabel Briggs re­

In his endeavors 
to rouse Mallei 
from her lethargy 
Mr. Briggs, lier 
father, fired two shots from a revol­ 
ver. 
A crowd gathered around the 
Briggs residence. 
Two dw tors xvere 
called, and Mabel was finally taken in 
a carriage to the Leonard residence, 
xvhere Almo Leonard was found to lie 
in the same condition as Mabel. After 
Alma had been revived to some extent 
she operated by mesmeric methods on 
Mallei, who xvas brought to something 
like her normal condition again. Both 
girls, however, all day Sunday from 
time to time suffered w hat seemed 
to be a complete nervous collapse, lint 
which they declared was the hypnotic 
control of Dr. Piekin. 
To-day they 
were somewhat better.

profits of dealers, etc.

price of corn averaged 45.0c per bush­ 
el, which is Uric higher than the cor- 
responding price of last * **ar, which 
was 30.5c per bushel. 
price is 
6.3c per bushel higher than the aver­ 
age price for the decade—1SS0 to 1889 
—and is Just 4c higher than the av­ 
erage for the four years 1890 to 189.3. 
The average price of wheat is 49.8c 
per bushel, the lowest price in the 
last twenty-five years. 
This price is 
33.9c less than tin* average for the ten 
years—1880 to 1889—and 
22.1c less 
than the average for the four years 
of 1890 to 1893. Tile returns make the 
general price per bushel of rye 50.5c. 
which is 1.3c lower than the price at 
the same date last year. The average 
farm price of oats as returned tor 
Dec. I this year Is *L1g higher tnnn 
lot the corresponding date last year, 
being 32.9e per bushel, against 28.8c 
Dec. I, 1893.

but were utterly unable to bold it. 
and Just as the Iwittom of the tunnel 
xvas reached the runaway ears struck 
the Madison avenue train with axvful 
force, smashing its

car 
into 
splinters and demolishing the Milwau­ 
kee avenue grip car. 
Both cars xvere 
piled up in a heap. Loin which such 
passengers as xvere capable of mov­ 
ing. crawled out. battered and bleed- 
Inging. 
Each of the wrecked cars 
held about 
seventy-five 
passengers 
and that a number of them xvere not 
instantly killed xvas a wonder.

The roads all over France are some­ 
thing to be proud of. 
They were 
made, as you kuow, as they are by 
Napoleon and^ are paved or macada­ 
mized, aud France beats the world 
for being the place for bicycles. 
The 
county is not hilly and such fine roads. 
The French are great lovers of the

“The law is generally satisfac­ 
tory, except the clause relating to 
the killing of ducks, in which the open 
and closed seasons are reversed, but 
this is no serious defect.

Interesting Description of His Travels 


in Italy and Other Parts of 


the Old World. 


V e n i c * , Nov. 22, 1894. 


E 
d i t o r s D i s p a t c h : 1 have just paid 
sixty cents for a basket containing, 
perhaps, one and one-third bushels of 
wood, not real wood like ours, but 
small branches trimmed from trees or 
broken off and little pieces of roots. 
Along the railroad today was a hedge 
and the trimmings had beea carefully 
gathered into bundles 
In Naples I 
saw peasants gathering leaves which 
had fallen, putting them in carts and 
taking them home for some purpose. 
I saw a peasant eating his dinner 
which consisted of a loaf of bread— 
no butter—and a drink of wine. 
An­ 
other had as sauce a raw on ion. Noth­ 
ing is cheap here except kid gloves, 
silk and velvet goods, precious stones, 
very tine woolens and labor. 
My 
guide in Naples said common laborers 
on the streets were paid 16 cents a day, 
and my guide m Rome, an intelligent 
German, said skilled mechanics re­ 
ceive not over $1.10 per day, and rail­ 
road men about one-half what ours 
are paid. 
Everything else is as cheap 
in America, and I have made a dis­ 
covery; lawyers in America are about 
the only poorly paid class of laborers. 
Lawyers here, or at least in Naples, 
receive 2 per cent of the purchase 
price for conveyances. 
The fare for 
sleeping car berths is over $4, with us 
it is $2. The candle in your room 
costs 20 cents—thinly of it, candles in 
a hotel—they charge for the candles 
and furnish no soap. 
This is commencing rather in the 
middle of my experiences, but paying 
sixty cents for an armful of poor wood 
aggravated me. 
We had an exceed- 
ingly pleasant trip to Genoa, beating 
the record from New York to Gib­ 
raltar. 
There is no necessity of 
describing an ocean voyage, as most 
of your readers have taken one and 
Tom Congdon exhausted the adjec­ 
tives in the English language in de­ 
scribing his, so I shall confine this 
and other letters to things which were 
new to me. 
We had 980 Italians in 
the steerage, and it was always a 
mystery where they were stowed. 
A 
man told me it would make me sick 
to go by the door of a room where 
they slept, but they seemed happy, 
although they complained of the 
maccaroni. 
In Gibraltar harbor there 
were five English men of war, iron­ 
clads. 
A navy must be an enormous 
expense, almost a useless one, yet our 
government is putting millions into 
ironclads, which may in ten years be 
useless on account of some new idea 
or invention. 
The n^oney that builds 
them goes back into the people’s 
pocket again, but the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars a year in salaries 
and expenses that each represents 
might n*uch better be saved to the 
tax payers, 
Tbo English ar© still 
fortifying Gibraltar. 
No one is 
allowed to go on top of the place. 
I ascended the tunnel dug in the 
side of the mountain which has 
frequent openings toward the main­ 
land in each of which is a heavy 
cannon. 
As the table land on top is 
1300 feet high, a tauuqu b^U Qnly 
dropped down would strike pretty 
hard. 
There is only one entrance to 
the town, which is mined so that it 
could be blown up at any moment. 
The Spanish can only enter on tickets 
and the gate is closed at sunset. 
From the opening in the tunnel in the 
highest place the guide, who was one 
oft lie sellers, showed qje the build­ 
ings in the Spanish town where bull 
tights are held and the camp of the 
French and Spanish when they were 
boseiging Gibraltar. 
Moat of the 
guns do nCt fihow from the harbor, 
but in walking along 12 town you see 
one occasionally, but there are many 
of them. I saw one said to weigh 
100 tons. 
I have not heard how election 
went yet, but some of th© New 
York people had 
a telegram 
at 
Gibraltar in regard to the election in 
their state. 


N a p l e s , Nov. 26, 1894. 
The basket of wood lasted one eve- 
niug, but the stove was made of stone 
and held the heat until morning. 
As 
1 am writing we are climbing the Alps 
between Italy and Austria. 
I have a 
compartment to myself as the train is 
not crowded. 
By traveling first-class 
one can have a seat to lie down in and 
can easily save the sleeper 
fare. 
Everybody carries travelling-rugs as 
the cars are not well heated. 
In the 
coaches they put two long pans filled 
with hot water to put your feet on 
which are also supposed to heat the 
car. The engines have neither cow­ 
catchers nor bells, and many have the 
eccentrics on the outside of the drive 
wheels, the center of the eccentric be­ 
ing near the center of the drive 
wheel, and others are something like 
the two engines tho Northern Pacific 
tried some years ago, 
having no 
eccentrics. 
The cabs are open on the 
sides and the engineer stands up, but 
the runs are only half ours. 
The 
conductor blows a horn to start. 
The 
freight cars and coaches have only 
two axles aud are not so large as ours 
bui I think carry more in proportion 
as the roads are ballasted with stone 
and the rails are heavy. 
Some of the 
engines have only two drive wheels, 
and on many the cylinders mnst be 
on the inside as I could not see them. 
There is a flagman or woman about 
every three miles. 
The brakemen sit 
in little cabs on the end of the car. 
I 
have seen no freight cars with air 
brakes 
The grass is green here now 
but I have on the same clothing I 
wear in the coldest weather in Braiu- 
erd, and when I got into the gondola 
at Venice the foggy breeze fairly 
made my teeth chatter. 
The farmer in Italy, who usually 
lives on rented land, I am told, as the 
feudal system still prevp’ls, saves 
everything. 
\\ hen his corn is cut you 
see nothing left, he cuts it clear to 
the roots and saves every stalk and 
blade. He has to have some wood, 
so he must have trees which are 
trimmed in the fall. 
Saw many eight 
ox-teams plowing, and connot imagine 
why they need so many oxen, unless 
the plow down two feet. 
The plows 
seem to be very large and the front 
end rests on a two-wheeled cart. 
There are a great many chestnut 
trees cultivated. 
You can buy twenty 
chestnuts four times as large as ours 
for one cent, and on every corner in 
the city is a little oven, tended usually 
by a woman, where they are roasted. 
Twenty chestnuts will make a meal 
and this is one of the means by which 
poor people live cheaply. 
The farm 
houses look large, but the stable, 
granary and house seem to be ali 
mixed together. 
In the eastern part 
of Italy there is moch low land and 
the rivers all have dikes. The farmers 
take advantage of this and have system 
of canals and ditches, and often dig 
small reservoirs where they hold the 


j water. 
I got acquainted with a ma- 
I chine agent from the United Stales 
who has been in Europe six years 
trying to introduce his “Planet, Jr.” 
cultivator. 
I think it is slow work, 
and, in fact, he told me so. 
But the 
farmer here has roads like a pavement 
which is one great advantage. 


After Gibraltar, the next stop was at 
Genoa. 
There was a mob of hotel 
runners and cabmen, but by giving 
the name of the hotel I wished to go 
to there was no difficulty in finding 
the omnibus. 
The Catholic Bishop, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, went to the same 
hotel and he could speak Italian. He 
went with me in the afternoon to the 
cemetery and principal churches, and 
such churches. 
There was one which 
from the outside looked almost like a 
ruin but inside it was finished in 
beautiful 
marbles 
aud 
polished 
columns of different kinds of stone of 
enormous size, the ceiling and dome 
frescoed and gilded magnificently. I 
never saw such splendor anywhere, 
and 1 have seen no better church than 
the first one we entered in Genoa, 
although there are many larger. The 
cemetery is much different from ours. 
There was a little yard and around it 
long halls arched and open on one 
side, and on the other side was places 
for coffins in tiers, and niches in which 
are as tine statuary as can be seen in 
the world, and there are hundreds of 
these niches. 
The Bishop said this 
was one of the two finest cemeteries 
in the world. 
In the church I men­ 
tioned is a chapel in which women are 
not permitted to enter as it contains 
relics of St. John the Baptist. 
The 
chain with which he was bound 
w b h 
exhibited, but the Bishop was skepti­ 
cal. and thought if they had a piece 
of the original chain it would not be 
placed where people could handle it. 
The churches are poor, now that the 
government 
bos confiscated thoir 
property, and find it difficult to got 
funds for repairs for the inside eveu. 
The marble work is not finished in St. 
Peter’s in Rome, for the same reason. 
From Genoa I went to Naples in a 
little Italian ship on which at first I 
could find no one who could talk 
English, and it is not pleasant to go 
out on a dark night to a ship anchored 
out from the wharves and find no one 
who can understand you, especially 
whore the people are not of the best. 
I saved $10 railroad fare, though, and 
found on board a pleasant Germau 
family bound for Malta. 
The Italians say “see Naples and 
die,” and the view is good as you 
come into the harbor with Vesuvius 
and other mountains in sight, but no 
finer than the straits of Gibraltar—it 
looked like the picture in the geog­ 
raphy I used to study. 
I saw the 
rums of villas constructed by Roman 
nobles on the coast near Naples, and 
ou the passage flqwa frotq Genqa saw 
the Island of Elba, where Napoleon 
was first confiaed, and the Islaud of 
Ischia, a part of which sunk into the 
sea only a few years ago in an earth­ 
quake, destroying many people, and 
we could see where the side of the 
island had caved off. 
Pompeii and 
Mt. 
Vesuvius 
I 
shall 
have 
to 
leave until the next letter and also 
many things about Naples, which ap­ 
pear strange to an American.

P a p e r H a n g e r s ' l ’aate*. 
X trade journal says the founda­ 
tion of good paste is good flour. The 
best white wheat flour is the cheap- 
pet in the end, as it goes further aDd 
(vorks smoother 
To make a bucket of paste take 
bout four bounds of sifted wheat 
our and stir in enough lukewarm 
water to make a stiff batter. Keep 
on stirring untU all lumps disappear 
and the batter is smooth. Then pour 
in boiling hot water briskly until the 
batter swells and has a cooked ap­ 
pearance. When ready to use, thin 
down with cold water until it can be 
Spread on the paper easily. 
Some paper hangers add about two 
ounces of powdered alum, but do not 
use alum in paste when made for 
felts or solid gold grounds. 
To make rye flour paste mix 
enough sifted rye flour with cold wa­ 
ter to get the consistency of cream. 
Stir until all lumps disappear; then 
place on flre to boil. Keep stirring 
until it thickens and becomes yellow­ 
ish in color. When cool, add enough 
cold water until quite thin. Do not 
use until cold. 
To make a strong size for very 
rough walls dissolve one pound of 
good ground glue to a bucket of hot 
water. Stir and use while warm. 
Apply with an old pastebrush or 
whitewash brush. For ordinary siz­ 
ing on new walls and walls that have 
been papered a half pound of glue to 
a bucket of water will be sufficient.
